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Art 


Our art program strives to develope the creativeness in the child, giving him an 
opportunity to make things which are beautiful and pleasing to him, We encourage the 
child to experiment to find ndw and different ways of expressing himself, The art pro- 
gram in this school is not planned for the art talented children, but forall the children. 

The art curriculum consists of introducing new techniques and new mediums to the 
students, Crafts, consisting of claywork, block printing, paper sculpture, soap carving, 
and paper weaving are taught as well as drawing, painting, and chalk work, 

Both design and pictorial work are done, I believe that the bases of good design taught 
to children, giving them work with color, line, texture and balance, are more important 
than whether a child can draw an object or not, A child who is conscious of good design 
and all the things that causes good design is more sensitive to the complete world 
around him, and appreciates more the beauty of nature, which is our pattern and 
inspiration for all art work, 

I have tried to make our program enjoyable as well as educational -by adding as much 
variety as possible. Our program is not concerned with making artists out of our stu- 
dents, but only helping them to understand and enjoy some of the most basic principles 
of art, 


Vocal Music 


The general music class attempts to provide opportunities for each child to participate 
to the extent of his ability through singing, playing, rhythmic activities, listening and 
creating. These integrated activities join toward a central theme, --joy in music is an 
essential part of life, both in experiencing and in doing. 


Band 


We started only two beginners this year, both promising students. We already had 
three active students which makes a total of five instrumentalists in the band. Judy 
McCool helps out on the bass drum, The need for a band is obvious, The school needs 
it to play for its activities and what is more important, the boys and girls need it, 

The band operates as a team, and the individual learns that what is best for the band 
is what counts, Perhaps your child will never be a great musician, but then I don't 
believe that is the purpose of the school band program, 

The main things are: (1) the proper attitudes a child learns in band and takes with 
him, (2) learning the fundamentals and techniques of his chosen instrument, (3) discipline, 
learning to follow orders, (4) learning to work with others, (5) the purposeful use of 
leisure time, 

Let's build up the band at Forsyth and keep in mind the words of a famous educator 
who said ''The boy who blows a horn will never blowa safe!"'
